Military secrecy prevents the 
presentation of definite figures on 
the supplies that have reached 
Australia, but it is obvious that 
both the American and Australian 
public has an exaggerated idea of 
the amount. 
Japanese intelligence undoubt­ 
edly knows that Australians com­ 
prise at least five-sixths of the 
ground forces defending the coun­ 
try . 
American forces scarcely do 
more than replace the number of 
Australians who have been lost or 
who are in service overseas, 
formed sources said. 
American naval craft and ship­ 
ping ki the southwest Pacific is 
approximately a replacement, ton 
for ton, for Australian ships that 
have been sunk or that are tied 
up in other theaters of war. 
The United States Air Force 
looms large in the Australian de 
fense picture, but numerically it is 
insignificant in comparison to the 
strength of American air forces 
sent to other allies. 
Its size also

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 7 .—Atty . 
Gen. Earl W arren, non-partisan 
candidate for governor, today de­ 
clared that, if elected, he will 
recommend to the legislature in 
January that the state take over 
the counties’ share of the cost 
of old age pensions, thus effect­ 
ing, he said, a saving of more 
than $17 ,000,000 to Calfiornia tax­ 
pay ers. 
This proposal was announced by 
W arren as the “second step” in 


his program of governmental econ­ 
omy and tax reduction. Recently 
he declared that he favors im­ 
mediate repeal of the state person­ 
al income tax, which, it is esti­ 
mated, would effect a saving of 
about $20,000,000. 
W arren pointed out that state 
income the past fical y ear exceed­ 
ed outgo by more than $7 0,000,000. 
and this y ear the excess is ex­ 
pected to be considerably more. 
“This condition,” he said, “makes 
it both feasible and desirable that 
some measure of relief be accord­ 
ed our taxpay ers by reductions in 
state and local taxes, which will 
serve as a partial offset to the 


drastic increases in federa l ta x e* 
which have been 
o cca sio ned by 
the war.”

Political activity is responsible 
for several recent, violations of

regulations 
governing

use of private mail boxes, accord­ 
ing to Louis G. Schnitzerling, su­ 
perintendent of mails at the local 
post office. 
When an owner designates a 
box for the use of the post of­ 
fice in delivering mail to his ad­ 
dress, he thereby grants the post 
office department the right to 
determine the rules that shall 
govern the use of the box, the 
postal official pointed out. 
Regulations prohibit the plac­ 
ing of any form of advertising 
matter, bills, statements or other 
communications in mail recepta­ 
cles 
unless regular postage is 
paid thereon, and then only by 
authorized 
letter carriers, 
the 
superintendent stated. Any other 
persons placing such matter in 
mail boxes become subject to a 
fine not to exceed $300. he said. 
Moreover, carriers finding mat­ 
ter in boxes in violation of regu- 
| lations are required to remove it, 
take it to the post office where 
it is treated as short-paid mail 
matter, rated up with the amount 
due and returned to the sender, 
collect, according to the official.

Both Ziff and Sev ersky be­ 
liev e th e w ar will be won by air power ra th e r 
th an by a large arm y and a large fleet. I know 
of no two recent books th at are more im portant 
for our people to read th an “Victory Th rough 
Air Power” and “Th e Coming B attle of G erm any”. 
Ziff says, “We are rapidly becoming a ‘h av e- 
not’ nation.” 
He observ es th at th e Germans learned th eir 
tech niq ue from th e great students of w ar 
stra ­ 
tegy not liv ing in Germany. I q uote: 
“Th e Germans, wh o dev eloped th e tech niq ue 
of blitz in association w*ith th e m aster strategy 
of total war, learned th ese tactics from fiv e men, 
none of w'h om was German and each of wh om 
was a proph et w ith out h onor in h is own country. 
One was Gustav e Le Bon, French m aster of mass 
psych ology wh om h is ow-n com patriots practically 
ignored. Oth ers were th e great English m an, J. F. 
C Fuller, wh om h is own contem poraries looked 
on as a crackpot, and th e gaunt French m an de 
Gaulle, both ch ampions of th e renov ated w ar of 
mov ement. Th ey preach ed 
th a t 
great concen­ 
trations of tanks mov ing as th e spearh ead for a 
lim ited professional arm y w’h ich followed close 
beh ind on wh eels, would create such irresistible 
points of pressure th a t th e existing type of forti­ 
fied lines would simply fold up under it. 
“Th e oth er members of th is fistful of brilliant 
th inkers were th e Italian, General Dounet, and 
th e American, General Mitch ell, wh o claim ed th a t 
th e decisiv e factor in modern w ar would be th e 
trem endous 
striking 
po w e r of 
th e airplane. 
M itch ell’s freely-spoken contem pt for th ose wh o 
resisted h is 
v iews, 
afterw ards prov en correct, 
caused h im to be court-m artialed, wh ile Douh et 
actually spent a sh ort period in jail.” 
I rem em ber th e late E v erett Dean M artin 
personally telling me th a t it was Le Bon’s work 
th a t inspired h im to w rite h is books on Liberty. 
We well know th at M itch ell’s predictions h av e 
been coming to pass rapidly during th e last year. 
Here are a few of th e statem ents made by 
Ziff: 
“A ircraft cannon 
already enable planes to 
cope with ligh t tanks and soon may be expected 
to carry h eav y enough guns to make tanks of 
ev ery type as v ulnerable as so m any ch eese boxes.” 
“No one m ay claim th a t England h as an arm y 
w orth y of consideration in th e same breath writh 
th e v ast Germ an establish m ent wh ich faces it 
only twenty-two miles across th e English Ch annel; 
and no one will assert th at th e English h ad any 
arm y at all after th e fall of France and for m any 
ensuing month s. Th e h ome guard am ounted to 
little. And th e tattered rem nants of th e once 
proud B.E.F. wh o h ad managed to return h ome 
a fte r th e memorable ev acuation of Dunkerq ue, 
w*ere armed with little more th an courage and 
th e will to resist.” 
In regard to th e Germ an’s air attack on Lon­ 
don, Ziff says: 
“In th is battle th e German Luftwaffe lost 
some 2400 aircraft and 6000 trained men, 
an 
expenditure it could ill afford. Th e British losses 
by comparison were small. According to a sta te ­ 
ment issued by th e A ir M inistry th ey consisted 
of 7 33 planes, and 37 5 pilots killed and wounded. 
“Th is fantastic struggle conducted th ree, four, 
fiv e and often six miles abov e th e ground, was 
th e turning point of th e war. Had th e Luftw affe’ 
prev ailed H itler could h av e destroyed th e cities, 
factories and communications of Great Britain 
at h is leisure. Obtaining a bridgeh ead and occup- 
ing England and its sister island, Eire, would 
h av e been only a m atter of weeks. Th e exultant 
Nazi would h av e stood like a great bird of prey, 
completely trium ph ant on th e Continent, with 
only two obstacles between h im and dominion of 
th e earth . One of th ese, th e great Sov iet Bear, 
would h av e waited in th e fullness of time until 
th e Nazi appetite was ready for h im. Th e oth er 
was th e h uge, rich , and indolent United States 
of America, immersed in internal bickering and 
dissension, incurably pacifist, and from th e Nazi 
v iew a great, fat cow ripe for th e slaugh ter.”

Smith, congressman for the Eighth 
District of Virginia, has been re­ 
nominated and, in practical effect, 
re-elected over the candidate who 
was sent out to get him on behalf 
of the American Federation of 
Labor and, less frankly , by the 
CIO and the New Deal. Smith is 
a vigorous congressman who has 
fought laws to forbid intimidation 
of workers by unions and for other 
proposals to impose responsibilities 
on unions equal to their powers. 
He was opposed by Emmett C. 
Dawson, secretary -treasurer of the 
International Machinists’ Union of 
the AFL and former may or of 
Alex andria, a.suburb of Washing­ 
ton, which is the home of J ohn L. 
Lewis and many New Deal ideal- 
ogists and the dormitory of many 
government clerical workers and 
manual w or k e r s employ ed on 
Washington war jobs. 
Discussing the campaign against 
Smith, Arthur Krock wrote last 
week in the New York Times that 
the

had 
“ found

cause with its rival (the AFL)” in 
the two cities of the eighth dis­ 
trict, Alex andria and Charlottes­ 
ville.
